THE WORK OF CONGRESS. 


Congress will begin its session on tho 


5th of December, and being the Urst sea- 
8ion of the Forty-seventh Congress, will 
extend far into the summer. Tiiere will 
be considerable work to do, but there 
will not many questions come up which 
will bo discussed from a party point of 
viow. Tlio admission of Dakota, will, of 
etv.irse, produce a division upon party 
lines, and the question, will solidly array 
one party against tho other. The Demo- 
crats will protest against the admission 
of Dak »i;i, bej;»use to admit tho Terri- 
tory will give tbo Republicans additional 
strength in the United States Senate. 
Dakota will be Hepublican as all new 
States settled by enterprising and in- 
dnstriona pioneer farmers, manufactur- 
ers, aud mechanics arc; aud for this 
reason there will be a general raid made 
by the Democrats against her admission. 
The Territory has already more popula- 
tion than is required by law for her ad- 
mission, and beside that tho population 
has increased 50,000 during the past year, 
while the valuation of the property iu 
the Territory has doubled. Her finances 
are in excellent condition, the bonds 
selling at from three to live per cent, pre- 
mium. 


One of the questions which will as- 


suredly come before Congress will be the 
amendment of tho tax and tariff laws. Bills 
on this question will bo introduced in 
great numbers, aud a general movemcu t 
will bo made by a certain class of Demo- 
crats against protection and in favor ot 
free trade. Bnt it will uot squarely^divido 
the parties. Thero are a few liapubhcans 
in Congress, and only a few, who are fav- 
orable to a tariff for revenno, and thero 
are a number ot Democrats who are in 
favor of protection. Bnt ao far aa tho 
tariff 
is 
concerned, 
there 
is 


no 
danger 
that 
any 
important 


change will be made. Tho success of 
the manufactories of the country—the 
great industrial establishments which 
give employment to nearly a million 
liands—very largely depends upon their 
protection by a turiu", and it is not to bo 
feared that tho American Congress with 
a Republican majority will vote to close 
hundreds of the furnaces and factories 
of this country, and to drag the laborer 
down to tho level of tho ill-paid and 
straggling laborers of Europe. The re- 
unit of Hie tax ;uul tariff discussion will 
probably be tho passage of some safe and 
simple bill cutting oft 
much 
un- 


necessary aud annoying taxes as tuoso on 
matched and certain classes of medicine, 
and making a few readjustments and re- 
ductions in the tariff schedule to correct 
evident abuses which cripple both com- 
merce and manufacturing enterprises. 


Of dbnrso, Congress will make tho 


country believe that it wants to do some- 
thing with the Mormon problem, but 
when Congress adjourns next June or 
July, the polygamy question will likely 
rest where it does uoiv.

Pure Air and lleiiltu. 


It is hard for ono.to "ka«f> up liis 
spirits" in certain stales of tho weather, 
and dome poor wretches attempt, to 
remedy this by "pouring spirits down." 
It to not the degree of heat or cold, of 
drynesa or moistnre, which gives to the 
air a depressing or a bracing influence; 
neither eon -it-be any change in tho 
proportion ol 
nitrogen or oxygen, 


for this is invariable. Some have at- 
tributed it to the amount of ozone that 
happens to be present, a. Word that is 
used to indicate a modHloation of oxy- 
gen, developed by electrical action in 
thunder storms, and tho existence of 
which is detected by a peculiar snieliin 
tho atmosphere. There arc persons 
who aro a kind of living barotn,ater, and 
thoy tell vou they can "(eel It m'thoir 
bones" when tho wind U (rtioat to 
change or a thunder storta is Inopond- 
ing. 
Rheumatic people arc particular- 


ly gifted in, this respect. 


Tho indiapcnsableneas of pure air in 


order to tho enjoyment of nigh health 
was not much appreciated in days gono 
by, and this branch of knowledge has 
become much inoro important in its sci- 
entific aspect since tho introduction of 
plumbing and elaborate sewerage and 
cellar furnaces and double windows and 
'anthracite coal burning and gaslighting 
and numberless other improvements 
'which have como in with tho advance of 
civilization. But yet, just for the want 
of that knowledge, wo read of "great 
plagues" that depopulated whole dis- 
tricts almost in a day, arid* the system- 
atic exclusion of fresh air from the sick 
chamber sent myriads of people to their 
graves who would have escaped if thoy 
Sad only been left to the curativo ro- 
aources of nature. It is a noticeable 
fact that the most efficient remedies 
adopted iu our day for the cure of fevers, 
auch aa fresh air aud sunlight, ice and 
cold water, stimulants and nourishing 
food, were not very long ago resolutely 
denied the suffering patient, no matter 
how strongly his iustiricts might crave 
them. I well remember how, m former 
days, the professional bleeder ia Phila- 
delphia was habitually called ia to sap 
the fountain of life whenever tho stream 
began to move slowly. 
. There avo certain classes of persons 
who are peculiarly exposed to deleterious 
atmospheric influences, and it is not 
easy to see how this evil can be avoided. 
When the work to be done i» of such a 
nature aa to require that- the room 
should always bo Kept closed and tho 
atmosphere is likely to become charged 
.with noxious gases and poisonous dust 
and irritating filaments, the workman 
can hardly expect to fill out the full 
measure of his'days. The atmosphere 
of an ordinary factory is bad enough, 
and I do not wonder that a prominent 
English manufacturer once said that ho 
could not bear to punish or even awak 
en tho little children in hia employ 
when they fell asleep in tho mill. How 
they manage to keep awake at all in 
such a mephitic atmosphere is » mystory, 
for the incessant clatter of tto m.achiri- 
ery. when one is used to it, operates as 
a soporific. It is true that .the human 
system has a strange facility in adapt- 
ing itself to untoward surroundings, and 
the heart will keep on beating when one 
might suppose that it must soon col- 
lapse and stop forever. 


Those who labor habitually in the 


open air have a much stronger assur- 
ance of health and longevity, nlthougl 
they may bo exposed to great mutations 
of heat and cold, and tho body will ac- 
custom itself to these changes more 
readily than it can to any unwholesome 
elements in tho air. Even an extreme 
artificial heat is not always prejudicial 
to the health, as may bo .seen ia the 
brawny frames of the men who toil and 
sweat over tue puddling furnaces of a 
foundry. 
The heat scorns to pass 


fbrongn thcin and ooze out at their 
rfacM, without doing any special harm, 


• and they arc quite sure to be in no dan- 


ger from the presence of any malarious 
germs in the atmosphere. 


Students and writers, who pass their 


days in close and confined apartments, 


. -binding all the while over their desks, 


neglectful of out-door exercise, must 
expect, sooner or later, to pay the bitter 


'penalty. In order to do healthy intel- 


lectual work one must keep himself in 
a healthy condition. If this law were 
more generally regarded' tho world 
would be spared many a lugubrious 
poem, and uwholosome talc, and weari- 
some treatise and stnpid sermon. 


The depressing ana baleful ettects of 


unventilated halls and churches and 
school rooms are better understood 
than they were in days past. There is 
still great room for improvement, as 
may be seen in the soponfuj attitude of 
many of our crowded congregations, 
and the heavy talk that falls from the. 
lips of many a public speaker, and tho 
wandering eye of many a poor child, 
who strives in vain to fix his thoughts 
upon the swimming page. How often, 
in the midst of a sermon, have I longed 
to stop and cry out, "Open tho win- 
dows! let in a little fresh air!" No 
preacher can reach the hearts or the 
. hoods of his congregation when ho is 
/; obb'ged. to_ address them through a 


'medium of carbonic acid gas. Let tho 
army of sextons throughout tho land 
take note of this. 


.Wo all know what mischief the air 


""can do when'it goes off on one of its 


•wift and awful journeys and rides on 
the wings of the tornado and tho hurri- 
cane; but this is a work of destruction 
over which man has no control, and for 
which of course he is not responsible. 


; 
It u, however, when tho atmosphere is 
" 'most peaceful ami quiet that it docs its 


deadliest work. It takes up out of tho 


. damp earth, and the soggy pool, and 


; • i itho. decaying, pile of vegetable and ani- 
' 
thai life,- nhd from all forms of Hlth and 
rottenness, seeds of death, which no 
eye can discern or art of analysis de- 
tect, and they aro wafted in through 
tho doors and tho windows of the 
abodes whore .men aro waking and 
where they aro sleeping, and soon they 
aro called to sleep the sleep which 
knows no waking. For this evil wo 
are, however, in a degree responsible. 
and if, ,by our neglect, wo allow the at- 
mosphere to become charged 
\yith 


these seeda af death, wo must be con- 
tent to abide the consequence. If 
we wilt not clean the streets, and drain 
the bogs, and remove all corrupt and 
decaying things out of tho way, nml 
-burn out the mephitic air, we must 
make UD our minds to see the strong 
men and-fair women die before their 
time, and our children laid in the earth 
before the bud has blossomed. We are 
somewhat wiser in sanitary matters 
than our fathers were, and whenever 
we are ready to recognize fairly -and 
fully the laws of health, and keep every- 
thing sound and clean, and insist that 
all others shall do the same, a large 
part of our prevailing sicknesses and 
'ailments will be known only as a thing 
of the past.—Bishop Clark, in the N. Y. 
Ledger.
